These papers should cover all aspects of a given question or 
area of interest and be of sufficient detail to enable the reader to 
be well informed without resorting to additional explanations or briefings. 
These information papers should be available for the visiting teams 
perusal upon their arrival at a given location. 


The Investigative Staff will also require copies of all viewgraphs, 
scripts, and documentation. In view of the limited time available to 
complete this inquiry, it would be appreciated if classified data not 
provided directly to the Investigative Staff at the time of the briefing 
be furnished in a timely manner.
